SUMMARY OF BILL.: Removes the one year prohibition (1) that a
member of the Registry of Election Finance must wait to hold or qualify for
elective office to any state or local public office after resigning from the
Registry, and (2) for making contributions to or participating in the member's
own campaign for such election, if the resignation occurs either prior to the
qualifying deadline for such election or prior to certifying to the Registry of
Election Finance the name and address of the candidate's or committee's
political treasurer for such election, whichever is earlier.
